THE  NEW  PRESIDENT 


Since  the  issue  of  the  last  Bulletin  the  board  of  trustee  of  the 
College  have  elected,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  a  new  president  to 
succeed  Dr.  R.  C.  Flagg,  who  resigned  last  January.  The  new 
incumbent  is  the  Rev.  Richard  Cecil  Hughes,  D.  D.,  recently 
President  of  Tabor  College,  Iowa.  It  is  believed  that  Dr.  Hughes 
brings  with  him  rare  qualifications  for  the  office  to  which  he  has 
been  chosen.  He  was  born  in  a  long  line  of  six  generations  of 
Presbyterian  clergymen,  he  being  the  twenty-seventh  clergyman  in 
this  distinguished  family  tree.  He  was  forty  years  old  in  Feoruary 
last,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  is  rare  for  a  man  at  his  period  of 
life  to  have  accomplished  so  much  in  thorough  and  broad  prepara- 
tion for  work,  and  in  successful  achievement  since  the  active  work 
of  life  was  entered  upon.  He  graduated  from  Wooster  University 
in  1884,  spent  one  year  in  Princeton  Seminary,  pursuing  philosoph- 
ical studies  in  the  College  at  the  same  time,  and  then  studied 
for  two  years  in  McCormick  Seminary,  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1887.  He  spent  four  years  in  the  ministry,  and  for  the  last  ten 
years  has  been  connected  with  Tabor  College,  Iowa,  the  first  six  as 
Professor  of  Psychology  and  Philosophy,  and  the  last  four  as 
President.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  from  his 
alma  mater.  He  did  a  strong  work  in  the  college  at  Tabor,  recon- 
structing the  teaching  force,  enlarging  the  courses  of  study,  and 
adding  to  the  equipment  in  endowment,  buildings,  and  other  appli- 
ances. He  has  held  a  strong  place  among  the  educators  of  his 
state.  For  the  last  year  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Educational 
Council  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association,  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Six  on  secondary  school  relations,  and  besides  serving 
on  other  important  committees,  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
College  Association.     According  to  all   accounts  he  is  a  superior 
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teacher,  a  man  of  strong  moral  and  spiritual  influence  over  the 
young,  an  exceptionally  intelligent  and  popular  speaker  before 
general  audiences,  and  an  administrator  of  vigor  and  comprehen- 
sive aims.  He  is  affable  in  manners,  and  has  a  graceful  way  of 
meeting  and  coming  into  harmonious  relations  with  men  of  practi- 
cal affairs.  He  will  be  received  warmly  by  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  by  the  trustees,  and  by  the  students,  old  and  new,  who 
have  made  his  acquaintance.  In  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation 
of  Pres.  Hughes,  the  trustees  of  Tabor  put  on  record  the  following 
minute  : 

"The  board  of  trustees  of  Tabor  College,  in  accepting  the 
resignation  of  Richard  C.  Hughes,  D.  D.,  as  president,  which 
position  he  has  held  for  four  years,  places  on  record  its  apprecia- 
tion of  the  services  rendered  by  him  during  this  time.  Under  his 
administration  has  occurred  the  complete  reorganization  of  the 
college  according  to  modern  requirements.  The  library  and  ap- 
paratus of  the  college  have  been  greatly  increased.  The  provision 
of  funds  for  the  new  Adams  hall  was  in  no  small  part  secured 
through  his  influence,  and  the  standing  of  the  college  and  its  repu- 
tation among  educationalists  have  been  enhanced  by  him  as  its 
representative.  His  safe  optimism  and  enthusiasm  in  his  work, 
and  his  manly  christian  spirit  and  influence  with  the  student  body 
here  have  been  helpful  to  the  moral  life  of  those  who  have  come 
under  his  influence  and  conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  a  spirit 
befitting  a  christian  college.  The  cordial  esteem  and  good  wishes 
of  this  board  will  follow  him  into  the  new  field  which  he  shall  enter 
as  president  of  Ripon  College,  Wisconsin." 


THE  NEW  TRUSTEES 


At  the  June  meeting,  the  Rev.  Robert  Thomas  Roberts,  of  the 
Class  of  "79,  tendered  his  resignation  owing  to  his  removal  from 
Racine  to  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.  Dr.  Roberts  thus  terminates  a  service 
upon  the  Board  which  has  continued  from  1886.  Prof.  Frank 
Knight  Sanders,  of  the  Class  of  1882,  now  Dean  of  the  Vale 
Divinity  School,  was  selected  as  his  successor.  Dr.  Sanders,  after 
his  graduation  from  Ripon,  was  an  instructor  for  several  years  in 
Jaffna  College,  Jaffna,  Ceylon,  after  which  he  entered  upon  grad- 
uate work  at  Yale  University,  from  which  he  received  his  Doctor's 
degree  in  Philosophy  in  1889.  Since  completing  his  post-graduate 
work  at  Yale,  he  has  been  on  the  teaching  force  in  the  University 
and  since  1894  has  been  Woolsey  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature 
at  that  institution. 

Mr.  Sumner  T.  McKnight,  of  Minneapolis,  tendered  his  resig- 
nation for  the  reason  that  his  business  affairs  prevented  his  being 
present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  His  letter  of  resignation, 
however,  indicates  his  hearty  and  continued  support  of  Ripon  Col- 
lege. The  Board  elected  as  his  successor,  the  Hon.  Orville  Wat- 
son Mosher,  of  New  Richmond,  Wis.,  a  graduate  of  the  College 
in  the  Class  of  '79.  Mr.  Mosher  has  been  a  very  successful  busi- 
ness man  at  New  Richmond  and  is  at  present  serving  in  the  State 
Legislature  of  Wisconsin,  being  a  member  of  the  upper  house. 

Mr.  Orville  J.  Clark,  of  Ripon,  was  re-elected  to  succeed 
himself  for  a  term  of  three  years,  thus  continuing  a  service  on  the 
Board  which  commenced  in  1886.  Hon.  George  L.  Field,  of 
Ripon,  was  also  re-elected  for  the  fourth  time,  for  three  years,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Davies,  D.  D.,  of  Oshkosh,  of  the  Class  of  1877, 
was  re-elected  for  the  fifth  time,  for  the  same  term. 

The  election  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Cecil  Hughes,  D.  D.,  as 
President  of  the  College  constitutes  him  ex  officio  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

Miss  Mary  C.  Har- 
wood,  the  first  to  bear  the  new  title,  was  also  made  Professor  of 
French  and  German,  and  given  leave  of  absence  for  a  year  of 
study  in  Europe.  Miss  Harwood  has  discharged  the  double  duties 
of  Preceptress  and  Instructor  for  the  past  six  years  with  marked 
success.

will  be  supplied  by  Mrs.  Helen  Pollock 
French  and  German.  McCormick,  well  known  to  many  of  the 
friends  of  Ripon.  She  was  Preceptress  for  the  two  years,  '93-5, 
and  is  already  familiar  with  the  duties  of  this  position.  Since 
leaving  Ripon  Mrs.  McCormick  has  spent  much  time  abroad  in 
study,  and  in  fact  comes  direct  from  Paris  to  take  up  her  work 
here.  She  is  a  linguist  of  unusual  attainments  and  will  ably  sustain 
the  work  in  modern  languages. 


The  name  of  the  instructor  in  History  and  Econo- 
mics has  not  yet  been  announced.  The  appoint- 
ment has  been  delayed  pending  other  adjustments 

of  the  teaching  force,  but  adequate  provision  will  be  made  for  this 

most  important  work.

The  Preparatory  Department  furnishes  an  ideal  preparation 
for  entrance  to  college,  as  all  preparatory  work  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments. 


THE  DEPARTMENTS 


Increased  facilities  for  laboratory  work  in  physics  will 
IrhysfCS*  greatly  strengthen  the  work  of  this  department  for  the 
coming  year.  The  Trustees  have  recently  voted  a  sum  of  money 
which  has  been  expended  in  purchasing  apparatus  for  the  labora- 
tory course  covering  dynamics,  properties  of  matter,  sound,  light, 
heat,  electricity  and  magnetism.  This  course  will  be  of  great 
benefit  to  those  who  may  be  called  upon  to  teach  science  in  our 
high  schools.  If  desired  extra  work  will  be  offered  in  the  applica- 
tion of  battery  currents  in  medicine.

dollars  will  be  awarded  the  student  doing  full  work  who 
rnysics*  presents  the  best  note  book  and  maintains  the  best 
standing  in  the  work  of  Course  III.  This  prize  will  not  be  awarded 
for  inferior  work.  Announcement  of  the  successful  competitor 
will  be  made  at  Commencement. 

Illustrative  material  is  of  the  utmost  value  for  the  study 
Classics*  Q£  ^g  ancient  classics  and  the  Trustees  have  again, .  as 
for  several  years  past,  made  a  special  appropriation  for  such  ma- 
terial.     The  classic  department  is  rapidly  acquiring  a  very  valuable 
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collection  of  photographs,  lantern-slides  and  plaster  casts  illustrat- 
ing the  geography  and  topography  of  the  classic  lands  and  also  the 
public  and  private  antiquities,  the  art  and  architecture  of  the 
Greeks  and  Romans.  The  collections  are  kept  near  at  hand  and 
constantly  used  both  in  class  work  and  in  special  lectures.

a  p  A'     \     ^ne  departments    of  biology   and   chemistry  offer 

an  admirable  pre-medical  course  to  students  in- 
Course*  tending  to  take  up   the  study   of  medicine.      The 

completion  of  these  courses  insures  the  accrediting  of  them  at  the 
medical  colleges  and  enables  the  college  graduate  to  complete  his 
medical  course  in  from  one  to  two   years   less    than  the  usual  time. 

The  courses  offered  in  chemistry  give  a  complete  preparation 
in  this  subject.  In  addition  to  the  usual  course  in  general  chemis- 
try, thorough  work  is  given  in  analytical  chemistry,  both  qualita- 
tive and  quantitative,  and  two  courses  are  offered  with  the  view  of 
meeting  the  demands  of  our  best  medical  schools.  The  course  in 
organic  chemistry  aims  at  a  general  knowledge  of  the  elements  of 
organic  compounds,  and  their  applications  to  medicine.  Course 
VI,  Medical  Chemistry,  is  purely  technical.  Its  object  is  to  en- 
able the  student  to  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  analyses 
of  normal  and  abnormal  urine  and  the  work  is  eminently  practical. 
In  this  course  is  also  taken  up  the  characteristic  reactions  and 
properties  of  the  organic  poisons,  especially  the  alkaloids.  Stu- 
dents are  offered  work  in  the  detection  of  poisons,  like  arsenic  and 
strychnine,  in  animal  viscera. 

The  department  of  biology  offers  two  special  electees,  one  in 
osteology  and  one  in  physiology,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of 
the  scientific  course  which  includes  invertebrate  zoology,  vertebrate 
anatomy,  histological  botany,  animal  histology,  embryology,  and 
bacteriology. 

The  biological  laboratories  are  large,  well-lighted  rooms,  and 
are  fitted  up  with  microscopes  and  all  other  necessary  apparatus 
for  practical  work.      For  the  work  in  bacteriology   a  special   room 
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is  provided  in  which  the  sterilizers  and  incubators  are  set  up  per- 
manently. The  Museum  is  located  on  the  first  and  second  stories 
of  Ingram  Hall,  and  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  students.  The 
department  reading  room  adjoining  the  laboratories  is  always  open 
to  the  students,  and  in  this  are  kept  all  the  working  books  of  the 
department. 

All  the  work  of  the  department  of  biology  is  based  on  labor- 
atory work,  which  is  followed  by  lectures  and  courses  of.  reading. 
The  training  in  exact  scientific  methods  is  considered  of  first  im- 
portance, but,  in  addition  to  this,  the  attempt  is  made  to  so  co- 
ordinate the  work  that  the  students  will  get  a  good  general  knowl- 
edge of  animals  and  plants,  and  understand  and  appreciate  the 
principles  of  Biology.  To  this  end  the  students  are  encouraged  to 
read  widely  after  having  laid  the  proper  foundations  by  laboratory 
work. 

In  connection  with  the  department  there  are  special  lectures 
jn  the  course  of  the  year  on  subjects  which  are  not  immediately  a 
part  of  class  work.  These  include  a  course  on  evolution,  a  course 
on  lakes  and  their  flora  and  fauna,  and  other  single  lectures. 

PI       y  j  Professor  and  Mrs.    Saunderson  lectured,   gave 

readings  and  taught  this  summer  at  Monona 
Physical  Culture*  Lake  Assembly.  On  the  opening  day  of  the 
Assembly,  Professor  Saunderson  began  the  regular  course  of  morn- 
ing lectures  in  the  Auditorium  with  a  lecture  upon  The  Voice,  fol- 
lowed by  a  reading.  Both  lecture  and  reading  were  well  received, 
and  favorably  noticed  by  Madison  papers.  Mrs.  Saunderson  gave 
a  lecture  on  Physical  Culture  and  read  twice  during  the  Assembly. 
Her  numbers  each  time  were  received  with  much  enthusiasm. 
Their  classes  in  Physical  Culture  and  in  Elocution  continued  daily 
throughout  the  entire  session  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  spite  of  the 
extremely  hot  weather  the  pupils  kept  up  an  ever-increasing  inter- 
est to  the  close.
